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THE CHARTER OF THE FAMILY 


HE Family is a natural institution endowed 

with innate rights anterior and superior to all 

positive law. It is the primary and funda- 
mental element of society. 

Insofar as it constitutes a biological, psychologi- 
cal, moral and social unity, it is inviolable. 

The spiritual and material efficiency of the 
family contribute more than any other factor to 
the spiritual and material efficiency of civil society. 

The family has the right freely to practice its 
religion as well as to fulfill its cultural mission, 
which is to the benefit of civilization. 

One of the fundamental duties of the State is to 
aid the development of the institution of the 
family and to combat all forces that tend to 
weaken it. 

In accordance with the religious, social and juri- 
dical tradition of the majority of civilized peo- 
ples, the State must consider the following as 
essential elements in the spiritual and material 
efficiency of the family: 

1.—the sacred character of marriage and the 
unity and permanence of the conjugal bond re- 
sulting therefrom; 

2.—respect for life, and therefore the prohibi- 
tion of propaganda, publicity, and professional or 
specific activity that tends to prevent procreation 
and promote abortion; 

3.—the hierarchical structure of the family, 
which recognizes the husband as head of the fam- 
ily while recognizing at the same time the equal 
rights and duties of both husband and wife with 
respect to cohabitation, fidelity, mutual help, and 
the education of the children; the right of the 
family to remain a familial unit. 
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4.—woman’s mission in thé family—which re- 
mains her primordial and irreplaceable social mis- 
sion, and is entitled to the protection of a favor- 
able environment, laws and institutions, especially 
in the field of child education and in the social- 
economic field; 

5.—the difference between the family and con- 
cubinage, between legitimate and illegitimate chil- 
dren, the protection of the children always being 
guaranteed; 

6.—the right of parents to rear, educate and 
instruct their children, and the right to free choice 
of the persons and institutions to whom such edu- 
cation will be entrusted; 

7.—a system of health protection in which the 
family may find the preventatives and the cures 
necessary for the physical well-being of its mem- 
bers; 

8.—a family patrimony the central element of 
which is the dwelling, insofar as it is the “domestic 
hearth”; 

9.—a form of social security, in which the fam- 
ily may find the necessary safeguards against the 
vicissitudes of life and which proportions the re- 
sources it guarantees according to the family re- 
sponsibilities (obligations) of those concerned; 

10.—a tax system which takes into considera- 
tion the family responsibilities of the taxpayer and 
does not cut into low or moderate patrimonies in 
the case of direct inheritance. 

11.—the right of the family to be the normal 
trait d’union between mothers, children, youth, 
and all public or private initiatives instituted for 
their protection; 

12.—the right of the family to be represented in 
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all official and semi-official or private bodies in 
which the interests of the family and of the child 
are involved; 

13.—the illicit nature of actions which work 
against the principles herein set forth or which 


prejudice the institution of the family or the dig- 
nity of woman, which constitutes its essential ele- 
ment, and especially such activities carried on 
through the medium of the press, the movies, the 
theater and the radio. 


SUGGESTIONS ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN 


HE Bureau of International Union of Cath- 

olic Women’s Leagues deems that legislation 

aimed at assuring woman her due place in the 
world might draw useful inspiration from the fol- 
lowing considerations: 

Woman, as a human person, created with refer- 
ence to a personal end, has the right and the duty 
freely to pursue that end. 

Physiological and psychological differences be- 
tween man and woman do not imply the inferi- 
ority of one with respect to the other, but differ- 
ences in aptitudes for their respective functions, 
which are often different but of equal value. 

The happiness of both man and woman as well 
as the well-being of society demand of each of 
them care for the common welfare and service to 
it, in accordance with the aptitudes bestowed on 
them by the Creator. 

This service will not be real or complete unless 
man and woman each assure a complementary 
human contribution to society in all its aspects, 
religious, philosophical, scientific, aesthetic, fami- 
lial, social, economic, political and international. 

Legislation in the Member States should there- 
fore aim to assure woman 


1. Freedom in conformity with her nature and 
her dignity, and especially religious freedom. 

2. The free choice of her state in life, and if 
she chooses marriage, the free choice or free ac- 
ceptance of her spouse. 

3. Access to education and culture, to academic 
diplomas and degrees on all levels, elementary, sec- 
ondary, technical and higher. A special effort 
should be made to combat illiteracy among 
women. While women should be permitted to 
attain to the same degrees and diplomas as men, 
their education should also aim to develop those 
potentialities which are peculiarly feminine. 

4. Equal access with men to all trades and pro- 
fessions, including high administrative positions 
and professional careers, with the exception of 
those professions which would be incompatible 
with woman’s nature and dignity. 

§. Equality of treatment with men in matters 
of wages, free time and paid vacations, trade un- 
ion rights, social security, together with those pro- 
tective measures required by woman’s nature, and 
very especially in the case of mothers when they 
are obliged to work outside the home. 
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6. Equal political rights, namely, right of suf- 
frage and access to municipal, national and inter- 
national offices. 

In matters concerning the specific domain of 
the family, which is the basic unit of society, the 
well-being of society, of both man and woman 
joined in marriage, and of the children 


demand the unity, stability and indissolubil- 
ity of the marital union; 

require the cooperation of both husband and 
wife in the care and training of the children; 
require the complementary activity of man 
_and woman in civil society. 


As a consequence, legislation in the Member 
States should 


a. Recognize in fact the principle of the same 
moral law for both sexes; 

b. Provide adequate measures so that woman 
may never be deprived of her nationality, and, in 
case of marriage, her nationality may not be 
affected without her free consent. In the case 
of spouses of different nationality, there should 
be provision made whereby either one might 
adopt the nationality of the other and reside with 
him (or her) in any country whatever, since it is 
normal for the family to have a common nation- 
ality and for this nationality, like the place of resi- 
dence, to be determined by the convenience of 
the family group. 

This provision should be made applicable also 
to displaced women. 

c. Use the concept of “cooperation” rather 
than “subordination” as the norm in legal meas- 
ures regulating the respective rights and duties of 
husband and wife; provide moreover for the dele- 
gation of authority to the husband and father in 
those cases where discord between husband and 
wife seriously compromises the life of the family 
group, but always with the provision for the right 
of appeal on the part of the wife; 

d. Regulate property ownership in such a way 
that the administration and use of family prop- 
erty is guaranteed by the cooperation of both 
spouses; 

e. Recognize in man and woman equal rights 
with respect to guardianship and inheritance, in- 
cluding cases in which serious discord renders legal 
separation necessary; 

f. Seek to create, in so far as is necessary and 
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possible, those economic conditions in which the 
father’s labor suffices to guarantee the necessary 
financial resources for the family and thereby help 
to eliminate that too frequent inequality of duties 
in those families where the mother must con- 
tribute the double effort, actually, of a trade or 
profession outside the home and of managing the 
household at the same time. 


The married woman must nevertheless be guar- 
anteed the right to a profession in agreement with 
her husband. 

The educative and civilizing role of the mother 
in the home must be recognized as well as the 
economic value of her work as household man- 
ager. The latter must be facilitated by training 
and improved living conditions. 


DRAFT DECLARATION CONCERNING THE RIGHTS OF THE CHILD 


HE International Union of Catholic Women’s 
Leagues believes that: 


whereas every child, regardless of its origin 
or its future, possesses the inherent rights of man; 


whereas the family, the fundamental unit of so- 
ciety, is the natural and indispensable medium for 
the biological, psychological, and moral develop- 
ment of the child; 


whereas society owes the child, who is the guar- 
anty of its future, a very special protection be- 
cause of his weakness; 


whereas this protection should be, except in very 
exceptional circumstances, exercised by or through 
the family, which has priority of rights over the 


child; 


it is, therefore, highly desirable for the United 
Nations to adopt (and make public) the Declara- 
tion Concerning the Rights of the Child, 


and to declare their intention to apply these prin- 
ciples in their home and foreign policies. 


The following rights should be guaranteed to 
the child without distinction as to race, sex, na- 
tionality or religion, and regardless of what may 
be the social situation or the political opinions of 
the parents: 


1. The right, as a human being created in the 
image of God, to the respect of his personality by 
all. 


2. The right to a normal physical, intellectual, 
moral and spiritual development which will 
enable him to fulfill his destiny to the utmost 
extent. 


3. The right to the love and protection of a 
healthy, stable, united, and prosperous family; to 
the presence in the home of the members of such 
a family. The child should not be taken away 
arbitrarily from his parents nor, if he belongs to 
a displaced family, separated from them. The 
father should not be separated from his wife or 
children for economic reasons.

4. The right of the orphan and of the aban- 
doned child to an environment resembling that of 
a family where he will learn respect and affection 
for his parents, even if they are unworthy. 


5. The right to the protection of his health 
both before and after his birth, to nourishment, 
lodging, clothing, and suitable hygiene. 


6. The right to appropriate care and to rehabili- 
tation, if he is ill or deficient; to corrective edu- 
cation if he is wayward or delinquent. 


7. The right to social security, and to public 
health services, in the country as well as in the 
town, the rights and duties of the parents being 
duly safeguarded. 


&. The right to general education, in a public 
or private institution, depending upon the choice 
of the parents. 


9. The right to a religious education, chosen by 
the parents, irrespective of where the general edu- 
cation is given. 


10. The right to vocational guidance which 
lays its main stress on his worth as a human being 
and not merely as a wage-earner, and which re- 
spects his freedom of choice. 


11. The right to vocational training which will 
enable him to earn his living honorably and to 
serve his fellowmen. 


12. The right to an education which will pre- 
pare him to establish a happy home and family; 
and to be a useful citizen in the national and 
international community. 


13. The right to a morally healthy social at- 
mosphere, where his conscience is molded and his 
character is strengthened, where law and personal 
opinion curb influences calculated to pervert 


children. 


14. The right to legal protection against ex- 
cessive work and every other form of exploitation. 


15. The right to priority of assistance in time 
of distress. 
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The Lay Apostolate Today 


CATHOLIC ACTION announces "The Lay Apostolate Today" as the theme for its 1949-50 series 
of Forum Articles. This introduction to the series is presented jointly by Mr. James Mitchell, Execu- 
tive Secretary, National Council of Catholic Men; Miss Ruth Craven, Executive Secretary, National 
Council of Catholic Women; and Rev. Joseph E. Schieder, National Moderator, National Catholic 


Youth Council. 


ROM September through April 1950 CatH- 
otic AcTION will present the seventeenth in 
the annual series of Forum Articles prepared 
as a combined work of the Departments of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, for the 
primary use and benefit of the National Councils 
of Catholic Men, Women, Youth and their afhil- 


iated organizations. 


The Forum Articles, known until 1939 as the 
N.C.W.C. Study Club Series, are planned and 
written for the use of study clubs, discussion 
groups, forums. They are designed, also as source 
material for the use of priests, sisters, lay leaders 
(both youth and adult) working with organized 
groups of the Catholic laity. From 1933 to the 
present time, these articles have touched upon 
every major moral and social problem that has 
arisen to challenge Christianity in this country. 
They have given not only a picture of contem- 
porary times and challenged the lay apostle to 
meet the needs of these times,—they have taught 
the lay apostle how to work as an apostle in his 
immediate environment. 


No Catholic center in the U. S. has as great a 
store of insight, information, and knowledge on 
the state of Christianity in this nation, as its prin- 
ciples are or are not lived up to, as this agency of 
the Bishops, the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference. This insight, this information, and this 
knowledge are what it seeks to impart to the laity 
through its Councils of Men, Women, and Youth. 


It is so well known that the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference is the agency of the Bishops 
of the United States “to unify, to coordinate and 
to organize the Catholic people of this country in 
works of education, social welfare, immigrant aid 
and other activities,” that it is easy to accept the 
purpose of the N.C.W.C. without examining 
what that purpose means and on what premise it 
rests. Yet, when the purpose is studied one sees 
that to recruit, to form, and to activate the lay 
apostle is inherent in the goal of the N.C.W.C. 
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Meaning and purposeful direction are given to 
this goal by the fact that the laity are represented 
in the N.C.W.C. organization at Washington by 
the Councils of Catholic Men, Women, and Youth 
as the principal channels of the N.C.W.C. to the 
Catholic lay organizations of the country; by the 
National Council of Catholic Nurses, a profes- 
sional organization brought into existence by the 
Bishops at the request of the Holy Father to do a 
specialized apostolic work in keeping with the 
profession of nurses; by the National Catholic 
Community Service, the Catholic agency in USO. 
The laity are also represented in the National 
Center of the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 
located in the N.C.W.C. In addition, the Social 
Action Department of the N.C.W.C. has auxiliary 
organizations such as the National Catholic Con- 
ference on Family Life, the Catholic Association 
for International Peace, the Catholic Conference 
on Industrial Problems, and the Catholic Inter- 
racial Conference. In this multiple activity there 
is the one purpose—to recruit, to form, to activate 
the lay apostle. 


Therefore, in the planning for the annual For- 
um Articles, it is the lay apostle, the Christian 
readying himself for action, that the N.C.W.C. 
Forum Committee has in mind. In the spring of 
each year, the N.C.W.C. Forum Committee meets 
to decide the topic for the next year’s series of 
Forum Articles. The committee is composed of 
the editors of Catholic Action and representatives 
from the departments of the N.C.W.C. each rep- 
resentative bringing to the meeting his or her spe- 
cialized knowledge and advancing it as the field 
which “calls” for the services of the lay apostle. 


The theme for the coming series of Forum Arti- 
cles, The Lay Apostolate, was finally decided upon 
to reemphasize to the laity that in all the field of 
the Apostolate, i.e., Religious instruction, Educa- 
tion, Social Action, Legislation, the Press and many 
others, the Catholic youth, the Catholic man, the 
Catholic woman are called to work not as hire- 
lings, not for worldly motives, not just to fill up 
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leisure time, not just as “do-gooders,” but are 
called to work as Apostles. The Apostolate will 
succeed to the extent that the Catholic layman in 
his environment, whether he be a student on some 
university campus, a worker in a factory, a trade 
union leader, an industrialist or a small employer, 
a mother in the home, a teacher in the classroom, 
a nurse at the bedside, a civic leader, has an un- 
swerving conviction that he or she has a definite 
mission to perform in bringing the world and its 
people into the heart of Christ. 


Without that conviction we may still have what 
the newspaper obituaries call respected citizens, 
civic leaders, philanthropists, and persons noted 
for integrity and charity. But we will not have 
apostles! 


A secular world may people its heaven of those 
named above, but the Church of Christ is not 
content with so weak a flock. 


The 1949-50 series of Forum Articles has the 
goal of bringing many more Catholics to the con- 
viction of and acceptance of their role as mission- 
aries and apostles. 


In the minds of the National Councils of Men, 
Women, and Youth, no more important a series 
of Forum Articles has ever been presented by the 
N.C.W.C. Forum Committee than this series on 
the Lay Apostolate. As close to the Catholic laity 
of the country as these Councils are through the 
N.C.W.C., they are in a position to know that 
Catholic youth, men, and women, are standing on 
the threshold of more difficult times and tasks for 
both Church and Country; times and tasks that 
can only be met by the convinced Apostle. 


It is salutary for all those who have the respon- 
sibility of recruiting, forming, and activating the 
lay apostle, to remember that wars are seldom won 
by soldiers who do not know or know only vag- 
uely, what they are fighting for. It is hoped that 
all who read this announcement will use their 
office as leader of a Catholic society, or their in- 
fluence as moderator or teacher, to see that “The 
Lay Apostolate Today” is studied, discussed, and 
acted upon with the zeal of conviction by all 
Catholic student and adult groups this coming 
year.

Also included is a handy kit of literature, sent monthly, with pam- 
phlets, posters, leaflets, reprints of articles, etc., containing current Catholic writing on the various 
topics. 

Catholic students in the United States are this year emphasizing their interest and role in the 
Lay Apostolate by using it as a theme for national conventions and programs. This fact should 
make the program service especially valuable for directors of Catholic students in both the Cath- 
olic and secular schools. Classroom use will enable teachers to relate the formal and academic 
principles in the social studies and religion classes to present day needs of the Catholic layman as 
he attempts to apply Christian principles to the complex social problems of the times. 

Newman Club Chaplains will find in the program service an invaluable aid in preparing 
forum programs, campus lecture series, and material for study club use. 

All leaders of Catholic young people, using the C.S.P.S. will have access to some of the in- 
sight, knowledge, and information as to the state of Christianity in the nation and as to the need 
and opportunities for a dynamic Lay Apostolate, only too clearly realized by the contributors to 
the service, the staff members of the National Catholic Welfare Conference.

PRIESTS’ WORKSHOP 





SIGNIFICANT event in the development 
of Catholic Action in the United States 
was the inauguration of an annual ‘““Work- 

shop for Priests” April 19-22 in Washington, 
described in the May number of CaTHoLic Ac- 
TION, page 3. Of special interest is the letter of 
Joseph Cardinal Pizzardo, dated April 8 and 
addressed to the Episcopal Chairman of the De- 
partment of Lay Organizations, N.C.W.C., Arch- 
bishop Robert E. Lucey, under whose sponsorship 
the Workshop was held. 

Cardinal Pizzardo is president of the World Of- 
fice of Catholic Action in Rome, worldwide clear- 
ing house for information concerning Catholic 
Action, established by the Holy Father. The com- 
plete text of the Cardinal’s letter follows: 


“The good news which Your Excellency has 
sent us with such kind courtesy, announcing that 
very soon there will be in Washington a week for 
the clergy in connection with Catholic Action, 
has given us much pleasure. 

“This initiative is most certainly opportune 
and will bring about a real advance in the Chris- 
tian apostolate, already so flourishing and pro- 
ductive of good in your noble nation. 

“Tt is certainly true that Catholic Action being, 
according to the now historical definition, the co- 
operation of the laity in the hierarchical apostolate 
of the Church, while always depending on the 
Bishops, is an activity especially carried out by 
the Catholic laity, which works with real and 
genuine responsibility, as Pius XII recently de- 
clared in a letter to Cardinal Piazza, October, 
1947. 

“It is however also true, as Pius XI of holy 
memory has often asserted, and as has been con- 
firmed by an experience now sufficiently long, that 
Catholic Action is what the priest in charge makes 
it; so that the ‘Spiritual Moderator’ is rightly the 
soul, which gives life and vitality to the Catholic 
organizations with which he works. It is enough 
to note that the formation indispensable for every 
apostolate is largely his responsibility. 

“The importance therefore of the proposed as- 
sembly is evident. By it these excellent priests will 
not only pass peaceful and recollected days in 
perfect fraternal union of minds and hearts, with 
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a fruitful exchange of use and experience; but 
above all, the wise and zealous words of Your 
Excellency will give them an authoritative guid- 
ance about the new arrangements, affecting in a 
special way the movement so important and neces- 
sary to the men of Catholic Action. 

“We feel the duty, which gives us great pleas- 
ure, of extending to Your Excellency a most sin- 
cere congratulation and warmest good wishes, that 
your holy labors of the next days, rendered fruit- 
ful by Our Lord Jesus Christ, and blessed by His 
Mother, may attain the noble end which is in your 
apostolic heart. 

“We shall follow the course of your valuable 
work with every confidence, and shall always have 
it in our prayers, in the firm hope that God will 
grant to the American Nation an abundant clergy 
specialized for the assistance and direction of 
Catholic Action, because, as you often declared, 
the necessity of thorough training for this work 
is evident.” 


The Workshop was conducted according to the 
technique of group dynamics. The 43 moderators, 
working in three groups, discussed among them- 
selves their own previously-submitted problems. 
While there were no formal speeches “Resource 
persons,” specialists in their fields, were available 
when needed by the moderators. Among them 
were Very Rev. Msgr. Paul F. Tanner, assistant 
general secretary, N.C.W.C.; James S. Mitchell, 
executive secretary of N.C.C.M.; Miss Ruth 
Craven, executive secretary of N.C.C.W.; Rev.

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Episcopal Appointments to 
Korea, Haiti and Diocese of Green Bay 


On June 14 Monsignor Patrick J. Byrne, M.M., who has 
been serving since 1947 as Apostolic Visitator to Korea with 
the powers of an Apostolic Delegate, was consecrated Titular 
Bishop of Gazera and named to the office of Apostolic 
Delegate. His Excellency is the first Delegate to Korea. 

Prior to his selection by the Holy See in 1947 to the 
episcopal office, Bishop Byrne had years of administrative 
responsibility as superior of the Maryknoll Mission in the 
Kyoto Prefecture of Japan; Prefect Apostolic of Peng Yang, 
Korea; and Prefect Apostolic of Kyoto, Japan; Assistant 
Superior General of the Maryknoll Fathers and Rector of 
the Maryknoll, New York, Seminary. 

The Holy Father has also named Right Reverend Mon- 
signor Francesco Lardone, director of Studies for the Eccles- 
iastical Schools of the Catholic University of America, Wash- 
ington, D. C. to be Titular Archbishop of Rhizaeum and 
Apostolic Nuncie to Haiti and San Domingo. 

Since joining the faculty of the Catholic University in 
1924, Monsignor Lardone has been Professor of Roman Law. 
Prior to that he served as an assistant pastor at Caselle 
Torinese, as a Red Cross Chaplain in World War I, and as 
an assistant editor of Osservatore Romano. 

The Rev. Dr. John B. Grellinger of the staff of St. Francis 
Seminary, Milwaukee, has been named by His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII to be Titular Bishop of Syene and Auxiliary to 
Bishop Stanislaus V. Bona of Green Bay. 

Bishop-designate Grellinger was ordained in Rome in 1929 
and pursued special studies at the Gregorian University be- 
fore returning to the United States in 1932. Since that 
date Father Grellinger has fulfilled pastoral duties in the 
Milwaukee Archdiocese and taught meanwhile at St. Francis 
Seminary in Milwaukee.

CARDINAL POINTS OUT NEED FOR ORGANIZED MEN 


HE importance of federating all organiza- 

tions of Catholic laymen of the United States 

in a “compact family,” exercising a single 
force, is stressed by His Eminence, Joseph Cardinal 
Pizzardo, in a letter to Archbishop Robert E. 
Lucey, chairman of the Lay Organizations De- 
partment, N.C.W.C., dated at Rome, April 6. 
Cardinal Pizzardo is president of the World Office 
of Catholic Action. In his letter he notes the pro- 
priety with which Councils of Men might be 
designated official Catholic Action by the Ordi- 
nary of the diocese in question. 

The pamphlets containing the program, to 
which the Cardinal refers as “constitutions,” are 
booklets 1, 2, 3 and 4 of the Action Series of 
N.C.C.M., in which the purposes, program and 
suggested form of organization of Councils of 
Men are described. Copies are available at 
N.C.C.M. headquarters. 

The letter follows: 


“T have received the pamphlets which Your 
Excellency has issued with the new constitutions 
for the national organization of Catholic men in 
the U. S. A., and I thank you most warmly for 
them. 

“Let me express at once my keen admiration 
for the splendid way in which you, in so brief a 
time and with such enlightened prudence, have 
been able to complete the important task confided 
to you by the Reverend Bishops. 

“In looking through the pamphlets with special 
interest and attention, I have easily noticed the 
very just considerations which you had in mind, 
when drawing up the proposed project of reform. 

“On the one hand it is certainly important that 
the men’s movement, like the women’s, should 
take a unified national form, in such a way, that 
the assembly of Catholic men should also appear 
clearly before the country as being a single force, a 
compact family which gathers together all the 
men, whatever be the field of apostolate in which 
they labor, and to whatever organization with re- 
ligious and social purpose they may belong. 

“If in fact we consider that man, as Pius XII 
wisely and truly affirmed on September 20, 1942, 
‘forms the pillar of society, because in the minds 
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and hands of men is the knowledge, the prudent 
work, the vigilant and profitable direction of the 
family and of social movement,’ we may at once 
realize how valuable it would be for the Church if 
the men devoted to her and collaborating with the 
Hierarchy should not remain isolated, or even con- 
fined within the limits of their parish or diocese, 
but by means of a national center should be able 
to coordinate all their activitics for the common 
good, and to defend and promote the highest re- 
ligious and moral interests. On the other hand it 
was also necessary not only to respect the autono- 
my of the numerous flourishing associations al- 
ready existing, but also that under the new system 
their dignity should not be diminished by any 
somewhat superior organization, where they 
should not feel at ease. 


“Tam happy to find that in the measures pro- 
posed by you, you have been able to reconcile 
these contrasting interests. And in fact, by having 
arranged that the representatives of the associa- 
tions, whether parochial, decanal (deanery) , dioc- 
esan or national, should form the respective 
councils, in such a way that, while the autonomy 
of each association is maintained, the men form 
a single assembly, and it is possible and compara- 
tively easy to coordinate the various apostolic ac- 
tivities. Moreover, when new needs present them- 
selves, such as for example, the assistance of young 
people, the complex social problems, the education 
and improvement of the rural population, the 
council can, from among the members them- 
selves of the existing organizations, form commit- 
tees, which can promptly deal with new needs. 

“Thus to the flourishing apostolic activities 
already existing—and which include spiritual ex- 
ercises, catechistic instructions, formation and 
preparation for family duties (pre-Cana and 
Cana), and problems regarding the radio, the 
press, the cinema and social wants, new sections 
can easily be added as occasion may require. It is 
certainly true that the associations of men have 
taken different forms and that they do not always 
show, at least apparently, all the characteristics 
proper to Catholic Action—such as a complete 
formation in the religious, moral, social and apos- 
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tolic aspects; an activity not only restricted with- 
in the proper organization, but diffused by a fer- 
vent apostolic spirit; an open and evident depend- 
ence from Ecclesiastical Hierarchy—but it seems 
to me, that being raised to the level of Catholic 
Action and officially recognized as such, will serve 
to remedy any deficiency, should such ever appear. 

“It is therefore a pleasure to give you my warm- 
est congratulation on your holy labor so happily 
concluded and my most heartfelt wishes that the 
new constitutions may attain the purpose which 
you propose and all the Reverend Bishops are 
awaiting. 

“I do not doubt that your country, already so 
rich, not only in material but also in spiritual 
treasures, will produce a harvest even richer for 
the salvation of souls and the good of the Church. 
With humble confidence I shall ask Jesus, Our 
Divine Lord, and His Blessed Mother, to grant 
all our desires.” 


N.C.C.M. RESOLUTIONS 


HE National Council of Catholic Men has 

put itself on record in the areas of educational 

legislation, betterment of the economic order, 
help for DP’s entering the United States, safe- 
guarding family life, and regional conferences 
for all Catholics. It has asked its affiliated organ- 
izations to: 


Work for adoption of fair Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation legislation which will provide for equitable 
aid for all children, regardless of their race, creed 
or the school which they attend. 

Devise local programs for intensive study of 
Industry Councils, with emphasis on their place 
in the American economic system. 

Cooperate with Diocesan Resettlement Direc- 
tors in locating work and housing for Displaced 
Persons; and 

Promote such activities in the Family Life field 
as the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, Cana 
and Pre-Cana Conferences, and studies by civilian 
authorities of the evils inherent in the divorce 
situation. 

The N.C.C.M. adopted action-resolutions at 
its annual meeting in April covering the above 
points. It also passed resolutions on religious edu- 
cation, International Men of Catholic Action, 
United Nations, Inter-American Catholic Action, 
interracial relations, the Atlantic Pact, social jus- 
tice, youth, radio and television, decent literature, 
the Catholic press, and secular newspapers carrying 
installments of Fulton Oursler’s book “The 
Greatest Story Ever Told.” 

Urging regional conferences of all Catholics, 
the National Council adopted a resolution as fol- 
lows:

“In the economy of the Mystical Body of 
Christ, which is the Church, all parts are needed 
and there is none which is superfluous or unneces- 
sary. Moreover, the Holy Father has reminded 
us that all members must be healthy and able to 
perform their own functions if the whole body 
is to act in harmony with its Head, which is Christ, 
and to flourish as it was intended to flourish. 

“The laity forms a large part and composes 
many members of the Mystical Body. However 
humble the part and its function may be, yet 
within its own competence each such part must be 
ably informed by the head and stimulated to 
healthy action. Without such activity it will 
atrophy, with consequent harm to all. 

“For an informed laity, able to act in harmony 
with the mind of the Church, we believe nothing 
is more stimulating and beneficial than confer- 
ences and meetings wherein hierarchy, clergy and 
laity gather to examine and discuss the problems 
of the apostolate; to encourage one another not 
only to lead more Christian lives, but equally to 
discover how to influence effectively one’s nearest 
neighbors in the shop, in the field, in the office, in 
recreation and in all walks of life. 

“Noting that problems vary from one locality 
to the next, it is urged that serious consideration 
be given to the sponsorship of regional Catholic 
congresses through which the cooperation between 
hierarchy, clergy and laity we see so desirable and 
in fact essential to the welfare of the Mystical 
Body, be effectively realized.” 

Also approved were resolutions of thanks to the 
National Broadcasting Company, the American 
Broadcasting Company and the Mutual Broad- 
casting System for giving free network time. 


N.C.C.M. LOOKS AT TELEVISION 

At a meeting of the N.C.C.M. Radio Executive 
Committee in Washington, July 1 and 2, it was 
observed that the day of television is advancing 
with measured pace and that the Council of Men 
should not overlook any opportunity to get into 
the new medium. It was noted, nevertheless, that 
radio itself is still “very big business,” and un- 
doubtedly will continue so for a long time.

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Four German Women and 
Catholic America—Conventions— 
I Was There—With Our Nationals 











FOUR GERMAN WOMEN AND CATHOLIC AMERICA 


ALICIA GOENNER 


HE outstanding impression with which our 

four German women leaders have returned to 

Washington after a tour of Eastern and Mid- 
dle Western Councils is two-fold: That of the ut- 
most in cordial hospitality of the Catholic women 
of the United States, and of the splendid organiza- 
tion of N.C.C.W. at the diocesan, deanery and 
local levels. 

These German women leaders are observing 
Catholic organizations and activities under the 
joint sponsorship of the Office of Military Govern- 
ment (U. S.) and N.C.C.W., as part of a reori- 
entation program that was in its formative stages 
in Germany when Miss Catherine Schaefer, assist- 
ant to the General Secretary, N.C.W.C., for U. N. 
Affairs, was in Germany as a visiting expert last 
Fall. At this writing, the travelers are in Wash- 
ington attending the Institutes at the School of 
Social Service before going to the Hartford and 
the Brooklyn Councils for the conclusion of their 
tour. The series of visits began for one of them 
with the Councils at Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Des Moines, and all four have been guests of the 
Milv aukee, Chicago, Detroit and Harrisburg 
Councils. 

To hear these women even name the kind 
hostesses who spent time and energy unstintingly 
in their behalf is a tribute to the hospitality they 
met on every side. At the most, the interval spent 
with any one Council did not exceed one week, yet 
these Germans feel that real kinship was estab- 
lished everywhere between themselves and our 
own good Catholic women of the United States. 

There was mutual wonderment—on the part of 
the Germans that never by word or sign was there 
any indication that only a few years ago our na- 
tions were at war with one another; and on the 
part of the Americans that these women, not one 
of whom was spared war’s cruel blows, could 
laugh and smile, and can now return with new 
courage and inspiration and without an envious 
backward glance, to a country where life is so hard 
as to be a daily challenge to Christian fortitude. 

Headquarters is proud of the comprehensive 
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programs that were arranged, including not only 
presentation to the hierarchy,to governors, mayors 
and other distinguished citizens, and demonstra- 
tions of Council activities—uniformly interesting 
to our vistors and impressive for their perfection 
of form and content—but also visits to schools, 
social welfare centers, hospitals, industrial plants, 
farms, and other points of interest. Most appre- 
ciated by the visitors themselves were their per- 
sonal contacts with a cross-section of our popula- 
tion, and it was especially gratifying to them to 
share in American Catholic family life. 

The wide-spread devotion to the Rosary, the 
unashamed devoutness of American men, the fine 
spirit between clergy and laity, the pride of Amer- 
ican Catholics in their churches, schools and other 
institutions—theirs in a very special sense because 
built through their own sacrifices—these were im- 
pressive to a degree that only the unaccustomed 
can comprehend. 

It was our good fortune that our visitors were 
chosen from among Germany’s most discerning 
Catholic women. Frau Theodora Meyer-Koering 
is a University graduate, philologist and former 
teacher. Since school days, she has been active in 
youth work, and upon her marriage was able to 
devote much time to the work of the Frauenbund, 
the German organization most closely resembling 
N.C.C.W. In Nazi times she directed the work of 
the Frauenbund at Bonn, the city in which she 
makes her home. Mrs. Meyer-Koering is president 
of the Hildegardis Verein, an organization for the 
relief of needy Catholic women students. 

Countess Sophie Eltz came to the United States 
under the auspices of the N.C.W.C., but N.C. 
C.W. arranged her tour, and for the most part she 
traveled with the NC.C.W. group. She holds 
office as chairman of the Catholic Committee on 
Marriage and Family Life, and is president of a 
resettlement group established last year at the 
Katholikentag—an annual meeting of German 
clerical and lay leaders. 

Educated in home and farm economics, Frau 
Maria-Anne Saupp later took up special social 
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service studies. She has been active in the Frauen- 
bund since 1926, is executive secretary of the 
Frauenbund of the Diocese of Rottenburg, and 
also of Mother’s Aid, and president of the Frauen- 
bund in Stuttgart. Her special interests are mari- 
tal training for women and in work among em- 
ployed women. 

Countess Marie Ledebur is a recent graduate of 
the Frauenbund’s Social Welfare School at 
Munich. Herself an expellee, she has done pri- 
vate and public welfare work among refugees, 
with particular emphasis on their spiritual and 
material needs. She is also active as an organizer 
among younger Catholic women. 

These are the guests to whom our Councils 
have opened their hearts and their homes, to whom 
they have shown hospitality in the best Catholic 
tradition. They feel profoundly grateful to the 
Office of Military Government for making the 


tour possible, and to the National Council of 
Catholic Women and the hostess Councils for a 
most valuable period of study and stimulation and 
an enlightening experience in human and inter- 
national relationships. 

They feel that they have gained a real under- 
standing and appreciation of Catholic women and 
their organizations in the United States. Their 
former sense of isolation has been replaced by a 
conviction of solidarity with American Catholics 
working and praying for a better world. To forge 
the last link that binds themselves and their new 
friends together, they urge American Catholic 
women to return their visit and to learn to know 
German Catholic women in the ashes of the Old 
World in which they live and out of which they 
must build a new Germany, ready to work with 
other nations of goodwill for the peace for which 
men universally yearn.

With the theme “Spheres of 
Influence” the 10th annual convention of the 
Savannah-Atlanta D.C.C.W., held April 30-May 
1, considered the opportunities for influence which 
today’s problems offer the Catholic woman. The 
convention opened with Mass celebrated by Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Joseph E. Moylan, V.G., with the ser- 
mon preached by Rev John D. Toomey, spiritual 
director. Most Rev. Gerald P. O’Hara, Bishop of 
Savannah-Atlanta, now serving as Regent of the 
Apostolic Nunciature in Romania, sent his bless- 
ing. Mrs. A. §. Lucas, national president, and Rev. 
James F. Whelan, S.J., of Loyola University of the 
South, were guest speakers. A panel discussion 
presented “The Challenge to Women,” in the 
home, the parish, and the community. Mrs. D. J. 
O’Connor was elected president to succeed Mrs. 
Wm. J. O’Shaughnessey. 


Lincoln . . . Addressing the 18th annual convention 
of the Lincoln D.C.C.W., May 10-11, on “Church 
and State—Two Perfect Societies,’ Most Rev. 
Louis B. Kucera, Bishop of Lincoln, said: “The 
Church and State should be a cooperating partner- 
ship. The rights and duties of both must be con- 
sidered in relationship to the common good.” 
George Randol, director of Lincoln’s Circlet com- 
munity theater, was a guest speaker. More than 
200 women attended the convention, which re- 
elected Mrs. O. H. Werner president. Prizes were 
presented by Bishop Kucera to winners in the ora- 
torical contests sponsored by the D.C.C.W. in 
senior and junior high schools. 
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Wisconsin . . . Pontifical High Mass celebrated by 
Most Rev. John P. Treacy, Bishop of LaCrosse, 
opened the 34th annual convention of the Wis- 
consin Council of Catholic Women, May 11-12. 
His Excellency called on the women as “the in- 
heritors of the nobility of the ages—the Catholic 
faith” to assert their power, to organize, and to 
make their influence felt to save the world. Speak- 
ers included Rev. James Keller, M.M., ““The Cath- 
olic Woman in Catholic Action,” and Mrs. Vin- 
cent Klaus, “The Catholic Woman’s Responsibil- 
ity to Her Community.” Mrs. John E. Lynch 
continues as president. 


St. Paul. . . The St. Paul A.C.C.W. in its 17th an- 
nual convention, May 13, looked to future work 
in considering the theme, “Youth—Tommorow’s 
Leaders Today.” Most Reverend James J. Byrne, 
Auxiliary Bishop of St. Paul, speaking on “‘Catho- 
lic Youth Looks for Adult Guidance,” told the 
more than 600 delegates that “Guidance and sym- 
pathetic understanding are needed in helping the 
child to choose his goal and the shortest and safest 
road to attain that goal. ... Parents have a natural 
advantage in guidance by setting good example.” 
Mrs. Henry Mannix, past national president, 
stressed the fact that parents and children should 
not only work and play, but also pray, together. 
Three workshops on officer responsibility, pro- 
gram planning, and the use of N.C.W.C. pam- 
phlets and publications were held. Mrs. L. L. 
Roerkohl, national director, Province of St. Paul, 
was an honored guest at the convention, which re- 
elected Mrs. William J. Daly president. 
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Fort Wayne . . . In his sermon at the Solemn High 
Mass, celebrated by Very Rev. Msgr. John Bier- 
nacki, opening the 15th annual convention of the 
Fort Wayne D.C.C.W., May 15, Rev. John Lach, 
Hammond deanery council moderator, charged 
the women “to preserve the family against those 
who would destroy it.” Most Rev. John F. Noll, 
Bishop of Fort Wayne, was present at the Mass and 
later spoke to the 400 women on the convention 
theme, “Acquaint the Formers of Public Opinion 
with the Church.” Mrs. James H. McShane, presi- 
dent, presided and was reelected. Rev. Thomas 
Hansberry, field representative, National Center, 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, spoke on the 
C.C.D. Miss Eileen Egan, project supervisor, War 
Relief Services - N.C.W.C., and consultant, 
N.C.C.W. Committee on War Relief, urged con- 
tinued cooperation in war relief. A dodger, “Will 
you help a Displaced Person?,” given out at the 
convention, stated this need, giving address and 
telephone number of Diocesan Resettlement 
Council centers in four sections of Indiana. 


Monterey-Fresno . . . “Catholic Status of Family 
Life,” theme of the 19th annual convention of the 
Monterey-Fresno D.C.C.W., May 15-16, was 
discussed by Most Rev. Aloysius J. Willinger, 
C.SS.R., Coadjutor Bishop of Monterey-Fresno, 
who told the nearly 200 women present that 
“Dormant Catholic action has no place in your 
lives: For the survival of Christian civilization, 
you must safeguard the Christian family.” A spe- 
cial plea for continued cooperation in overseas re- 
lief was voiced by Mrs. J. Selby Spurck, national 
chairman, Committee on War Relief. Rev. Pat- 
rick Hannon, Fresno diocesan director of welfare 
and youth, reminded the women that the effec- 
tiveness of their work depends on personal sancti- 
fication. Mrs. Raymond Jehl was reelected presi- 
dent. 


Minnesota . . . The 22nd annual spring conference 
of the Minnesota State Council of Catholic 
Women, May 19, with 500 women attending, was 
addressed by Most Rev. Peter W. Bartholome, 
Coadjutor Bishop of St. Cloud, on “Importance of 
the Land.” Most Rev. James J. Byrne, Auxiliary 
Bishop of St. Paul, spoke on “Our Lady of Fatima,” 
saying that “the future of our civilization may de- 
pend on our acceptance of her message.” Miss 
Betty Girling, of radio station KUOM, spoke on 
“The Influence of Radio on Children.” The presi- 
dent, Miss Marie A. Piesinger, presided. 


Grand Rapids . . . Mrs. Martin Mullally was elected 
president of the Grand Rapids D.C.C.W. at its 
11th annual convention, May 19. She succeeds 
Mrs. Charles Schoen, who presided during the con- 
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vention, attended by nearly 300 women. Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Edmund Falicki, spiritual director, was 
celebrant of the Solemn High Mass opening the 
convention, and speakers included Rev. Allan P. 
Farrell, S.J., of the University of Detroit, and 
Sister Mary Ellen, O.P., of Rosary College, River 
Forest, Illinois. Father Farrell spoke on “Federal 
Aid to Education” and Sister Mary Ellen appealed 
for racial tolerance in her talk on “Heresy of 
Race.” The convention theme, “The Christian in 
Action,” was developed through workshops. 


San Francisco .. . At the 25th annual convention 
of the San Francisco A.C.C.W., May 20-21, Most 
Rev. John J. Mitty, Archbishop of San Francisco, 
emphasizing the statement of the American Hier- 
archy, “The Christian in Action,” convention 
theme, said: “The message I bring you today is to 
ask you to be ‘Christians in Action’ in all things: 
To live the life of Faith in everything you say, 
everything you think and everything you do.” 
The convention opened with Mass for the de- 
ceased members of the Council, celebrated by 
Most Rev. Hugh A. Donohoe, Auxiliary Bishop 
of San Francisco. Sectional meetings were held on 
P.-T.A., social action, public relations, and the 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine. 


Portland, Maine ... The national president, Mrs. 
A. S. Lucas, called on the more than 500 delegates 
attending the 17th annual convention of the 
Portland, Me., D.C.C.W., May 20-22, to be an 
“articulate, united militant laity, who will carry 
Christ and His Church into every walk of life.” 
Most Rev. Richard J. Cushing, Archbishop of 
Boston, and Most Rev. Daniel J. Feeney, Auxiliary 
Bishop of Portland, addressed the convention. Miss 
Gretta Palmer, columnist, was a guest speaker. 
Reports showed that 12,000 garments were col- 
lected for the Storerooms of the Holy Father and 
that Council women act as a reception committee 
for DPs passing through Portland. 


Youngstown . . . Five hundred women attended the 
Youngstown D.C.C.W. convention, May 24, 
which elected Mrs. Edwin Winther president, suc- 
ceeding Mrs. Leonard Quinlan. Most Rev. James 
A. McFadden, Bishop of Youngstown, spoke at 
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the Mass opening the convention and also ad- 
dressed the dinner meeting. Greetings from the 
National Council were extended by Mrs. John F. 
McCrystal, third vice-president. Miss Eileen Egan, 
project supervisor, War Relief Services- 
N.C.W.C., and consultant, N.C.C.W. Committee 
on War Relief, outlined the summer war relief 
project which aims to secure yard goods and yarn 
to be made into clothing by women in the war 
devastated areas, thus not only providing neces- 
sary garments but enabling women to rehabilitate 
themselves and regain their self respect. 


Denver . . . Social questions were discussed by the 
more than 500 women attending the 23rd annual 
convention of the Denver A.C.C.W., May 24, in 
developing the theme, “Public Health, Public 
Welfare and Social Security: How Far Can 
America Go?” Very Rev. John J. Flanagan, S.J., 
executive director, Catholic Hospital Association 
of the United States and Canada, spoke on “A 
Voluntary Approach to a National Health Pro- 
gram”; Rt. Rev. Msgr. John R. Mulroy, diocesan 
director of Catholic Charities, on housing; and 
Mrs. John Murtaugh, diocesan council president, 
on child care. Most Rev. Urban J. Vehr, Arch- 
bishop of Denver, addressed the delegates, and 
other speakers included Mrs. T. A. Cosgriff, na- 
tional director, Province of Denver, and Sister M. 
Dorothea of El Pomar Retreat House, Colorado 
Springs. Resolutions adopted called for the estab- 
lishment of a just peace; the conclusion of treaties 
with Austria, Germany and Japan; continued as- 
sistance to war devastated countries; and pledged 
cooperation in N.C.C.W. work with special refer- 
ence to war relief, social action, and family life. 


A Latin-American on Tour 


During a three-month tour of the United 
States, Senorita Maria Luisa Muniz de Aragao, di- 
rector of the Leo XIII Foundation in Rio de 
Janeiro, visited N.C.C.W. headquarters and coun- 
cils in Chicago, Indianapolis and Nashville. 
Senorita de Aragao is studying methods used by 
private and governmental social groups to cope 
with the slum problem. Her tour, arranged by the 
N.C.C.W., is under the provisions of the Smith- 
Mundt law enacted in 1948 for the exchange of 
Latin-American officials through the State De- 
partment in cooperation with the Women’s Bu- 
reau of the Department of Labor. Senorita de 
Aragao is deeply appreciative of the gracious hos- 
pitality of the councils she visited and the oppor- 
tunities for study provided. She is at present in 
New York where she will continue her observation 
of social conditions and methods.

i was there to recogize the widespread resultant 
influence of attendance at these Institutes by 
women from all sections of the country. They had 
come from councils of Catholic women of the 
archdioceses of Chicago, Detroit, and Newark and 
the dioceses of Brooklyn, Burlington, Cleveland, 
Columbus, Dallas, Davenport, Hartford, Rich- 
mond and Toledo. Other representatives were at- 
tending from the archdioceses of Boston, New 
York and Washington and the dioceses of Albany 
and Pittsburgh.
